The leaders of the companies have 
agreed that if any considerable portion of 
them fail to get into Ok lahom a they will 
league together and tak e possession of the 
Cherok ee strip. 
Tw o-thirds even of these 
Organized men will be left nnd in a week from 
to-Say they will have 10,000 determined men, 
desperate from failure of cherished plans, 
drivimr the stock out of the strip and holding 
down claims. 
The hope of the men who

THE DANMARK'S PEOPLE SAFE. 
The one possibility of salvation for tlie of­ 
ficers and crew of tlie abandoned steamer 
Danmark lias been realized. The loug over­ 
due Missouri of tlie Atlantic Transport Line, 
•whose destination is Philadelphia and Balti­ 
more, and concerning which much anxiety 
was beginning to be felt, bad the good for­ 
tune to rescue the entire party with the excep­ 
tion of the engineer, who was killed by one 
of the accidents that disabled the vessel. On 
the 4th inst,. when the Danmark wns about 
800 miles from Newfoundland, the shaft 
broke. At the same time Engineer Kaas was 
found dead in tlie engine room. 
He 
had 
been 
killed 
instantly 
by 
the bursting of a steampipe. 
Heavy 
seas were 
prevailing, and the vessel 
became helpless. The next day she was met 
by the Missouri, which took her in tow. On 
the 6th she appeared to be in a sinking con­ 
dition. The Missouri was able to take on 
only twenty of the Danmark’s passengers un­ 
til part of her cargo bad been jettisoned 
(thrown overboard), when all were taken on 
and carried to the Azores. Here the first and 
second officers of the Danmark and 320 af 
the passengers were landed. The Missouri 
then continued on her way to Philadelphia 
with 340 passengers and the rest of the crew. 
She was reported at the Delaware Breakwa­ 
ter at one o’clock this morning. The good 
news of the safety of the Danmark’s people 
reached New York by cable from Lisbon 
yesterday, whither all of the party left at the 
Azores had arrived in tlie steamer Acor. 
In all the speculations concerning the fate 
of the missing people the Missouri was not 
taken into account at all until last Saturday, 
when her absence begun to excite anxiety. It 
was the single remainining chance of rescue 
after all that had been considered were known 
to have failed. The news was slow because 
there is no cable to the Azores. But no res­ 
cue was ever more fortunate, complete and 
satisfactory. The incident is another valu­ 
able proof of the growing safety of ocean 
travel. A wrecked vessel sailing in estab­ 
lished routes cannot remain adrift long with­ 
out being descried and assisted.

800 miles from Newfoundland, the shaft 
broke. 
At the same time Engineer Kaas was

steam pipe. 
Heavy 
aeas 
were 
prevailing, 
and 
the 
veosel 
became helpless. 
The next day she was met 
by the Missouri, which took her in tow. 
On 
the 0th she appeared to be iii a sinking con 
clition. 
T he Missouri was able to take on 
only tw enty of the D anm ark’s passengers un 
til part of lier cargo bail been jettisoned 
(throw n overboard), when all were taken on 
and carried to the Azores. 
Here the first and 
second otllcers of the Danmark and 320 af 
the passengers were landed. 
The Missouri 
then continued on lier way to Philadelphia 
w ith 340 passengers and the rest of lite crew. 
She was reported at the Delaware lireakw a­ 
ter at one o ’clock this morning. 
T he good 
news of the safety of the D anm ark’s people 
reached New Y olk by cable from Lisbon 
yesterday, w hither all of the party left at the 
Azores had arrived in the steam er Acor. 
In all the speculations concerning the fate 
of the missing people the Missouri was not 
taken into account at all until l.-ut Saturday, 
when her absence begun to excite anxiety, it 
was the single rcm ainining chance of rescue 
after all that bad tteen considered were known 
to have failed. 
T he news was slow because 
there is no cable to Hie Azores. 
But no res­ 
cue was ever more fortunate, complete and 
satisfactory. 
T he incident is another valu­ 
able proof of the growing safety of ocean 
travel. 
A wrecked vessel sailing in estab­ 
lished routes cannot remain adrift long with- 
out being deserted and assisted.

A heavy wind prevailed in this City and 
vicinity last night, and although no serious 
damage has thus far been reported, it is 
feared that havoc was wrought in the fruit­ 
growing districts, where many of the trees 
were in full blossom. 
On Unlou avenue 
clouds of dust were caught up by the w ind 
and whirled into the eyes of peslcatrians, who 
were forced to come to a standstill until the 
fury of the gusts had passed by. 
(Signs and 
shutters were hanged arnuud and lifted from 
their fastenings. 
NORTH OK HERE. 
North of Im*re considerable damage was 
done by the gale. 
In Catskill the ice sheds of 
Buckley A Willsie were blown down. Fence* 
were destroyed anti chimneys demolished. 
ELECTRICAL STORM. 
A severe electrical storm tossed over 
Houthern Ulster, on Saturday afternoon, do­ 
ing much damage. 
Hail atones as large as 
hickory nuts fell in Highland. Milton, South 
Marlborough and in loealitica west of the 
Hudsou River, tearing branches from trees 
and destroying much blossoming alt rubbery. 
No damage is reported iu the fruit districts 
beyond that arising from the breaking of 
grape vines from their fastenings. At Marl­ 
borough an electric luill exploded in the office 
of the Whitney Bosket Company causing a 
panic among the employes who were being 
paid by 
the 
clerk. 
No damage was 
done. 
A hail stone was picked up on a 
street in llighloml,after the storm hod passed 
over, that measured an incli through the 
center. 
Had tile storm to*en accompanied 
with a high wind, Hie damage to fruit vines 
in Lower Ulster County would have been 
serious. 
KILLED UT LIGHTNING. 
A dispatch to T h e F reem a n from White 
Plains to day stated : It is reported two men 
were killed and several others injured during 
the storm of Saturday night at a place some 
distance from Bedford station.
